Manila, June 18—With the exception 


of the gallant fight of General Funston 
near Peraranda, when the Americans de 
feated an insurgent band under General 
Lucenas, the campaigning during last 
week was quieter than usual. ; This was 
partly due to tie rains, the wet season 
having commenced. 


An official bulletin states 1hat the 


American IOBSRS during the week were 
four killed and twenty wounded. 
The 


rebels lost 120 killed and sixty-throe 
captured, including three officers. 
One 


hundred and thirty insurgents surren- 
dered.and turned over 150 rifles. In ad- 
dition twenty-five riftee were captured. 


Macubulos, the chief guerrilla in Cen- 


tral Jjuzen,who surrendered last week to 
Oolonel Liscomb at Tarlac, has been 
chased by the Americans for months. 
He soys he had the hardest time of his 
life after hie pursuit began. He was 
unable to stay in one place for more 
than a day or two, and only dared to 
emerge from his hiding places to fight 
small detachments, 


Tlionprht It TTlse to Surrender 


The hunt for him finally became so 


warm that several times ho barely es- 
caped capture. Feeling cerlaii that he 
would eventually be taken prisoner and 
being tirod of his hard life he deemed .t 
the wisest policy to surrender, and in 
this course he was supported by his offi- 
cers and men, who came in with him. 
It is believed that his surrender will 
influence other bands to give themselves 
up. 


The heavy rains are also dishtarten- 


ing the guerrilas, who are not able to 
live without shelter and who are unable 
to move rapidly owing to the condition 
of the country. 


This is the fourth day of the typhoon,

Vancouver, B. C.,-June 18.—In inky 


darkness and during a roaring 
gale 


the British ship Sierra Nevada, 1,400 
tons, ran upon London Bridge rock, 
twenty-five 
miles from Melbourne, 


Australia. Twenty-three members o£ 
the crew 
-were 
drowned, Including 


Capt. Scott and his mate. 
Only five 


men on the vessel were saved. 
The 


news of the disaster was received here 
yesterday In mail advices by 
the 


steamer Warimoo. 


The disaster 
occurred under 
the 


worst possible conditions. At 2 o'clock 
on the morning of May 10 the tele- 
graph operator at the quarantine sta- 
tion a mile away from the wreck was 
roused by the appearance of a seaman, 
torn, tattered and disheveled. In a 
dazed mannev-he told of the wreck; 
Search was made, and a little further 
down the'Shore three other 
sailors 


•w.ere met with. These got ashore in 
the lifeboat. The only other survivor 
•was an apprentice who swam ashore 
in a raging sea. Barely a vestige of 
tie steamer was to be seen a few hours 
after the accident. 
The vessel was 


crushed as if it were an eggshell.

was 112 days out from Liverpool when 
the wreck occurred.

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AGREE-ON POINTS 


IN CAUCUS LAWS 


REPUBLICANS AND DEMOCRATS 


ISSUE A JOINT CIRCULAR. 


Signed by Treat and Peck to Avoid 


Contests the Principal Political Far- 
ties Issue the Same Instructions — 
Expect Legislature to Amend Regu- 
lation Next Winter. 
State Chairman Joseph B. Treat of 


the republican party, and State Chnir 
man George W. Peck of the democratic 
party have agreed upon a joint con 
Btructioo- of the .caucus law and both 
parties are to work under it during the 
ensuing campaign. 
This matter has 


been under consideration for soma .time 
and several preliminary drafts of the 
joint circular havn been made. Lawyers 
were consulted by each of the parties as 
well as practical politieiano. 


There ure a number of points in the 


law which seetn to politicians not to be 
particularly lucid and in fact it is the 
desire of both parties to have the next 
Legislature of Wisconsin amend the law 
in important particulars. In order to 
avoid election contests or anything of 
that sort and in order that both parties 
may appear before the legislators with 
equal grace it haa been deemed wise for 
ench party to work under the same law 
in the same way BO that each can go be- 
fore a legislative committee and demand 
a change, 


The representatives of both . parties 


having signed the joint circular it will 
now be issued to county chairmen of the 
two p.olitical parties in alt parts of the 
state and to .candidates and politicians 
eecerally. The joint circular is as fol- 
. lows: 


County Committees. 


Tho county committee is composed of 


a chairman, secretary and one member 
for ench ward, village and town. 


The committee has authority to fill all 


vacancies in itself. 
Tho chairman and 


secretary must notify the county clerk 
of such changes.. 


The chairman and secretary must be 


elected by the county convention, and 
their names must be embodied in the 
nomination papers filed with the county 
clerk certifying to the nominations made 
at such convention. While the law does 
cot so state, it is well to file the names 
of the entire committee. - 


The term of office of the chairman and 


secretary commences immediately after 
said nomination papers have been filed., 


The county committee may provide a 


treasurer and an 
assistant 
secretary. 


The chairman may appoint five electors 
who, with the chairman and secretary 
and treasurer, shall ijonstit'utethe execu- 
tive committee. 


The county committee has power to 


fix the tinuo and place of holding all con- 
ventions and caucuses; to apportion the 
number of delegates to represent each 
precinct. 
It must designate the offices 


lor which candidates shall bo 
at caucuses, and all offices for which 
candidates are to be voted for at the en- 
suing election. 


Caucuses. 


A caucus is a meeting of electors held 


for the purpose of nominating candi- 
dates or electing delegates to nominate 
candidates for any public office to be 
voted for in any general, judicial or mu- 
nicipal election. 


All caucuses in a county, of a political 


party, should be held on the same dwy 
and in cities must be held during the 
same hours. 


tor of the precinct where the caucus is 
held. 


No votov can vote more than once for 


any candidate or delegate. 


j\o voter, having voted in the caucus 


of one political party, can vote in that 
of any other party ' held for the same 
ensuing election. 


In cities, unless a voter's name ap- 


pears on the printed registry list in the 
hands of the caucus officers, he cannot 
vote unless be furnishes an affidavit that 
he is a qualified elector and resident of 
the caucus district. 


The secretary, with assistants if nee 


essary, must make a correct and true 
poll list of all voters casting ballots, 
giving name; in cities, residence by 
street and number must also be taken. 
Such list must be filed with the city, 
tows or village clerk. In cities where 
there is registration the pit; clerk must 
furnish caucus officers with six copies of 
the printed registry lists. These lists 
must be given the several ward com 
mittees at least one day before the cau 
cus. 
. After the balloting is closed the chair- 
man and secretary, with the assistance 
of tellers, must canvass the vote cast. 


After canvassing the vote the chair- 


man and secretary must certify to the 
chairman of the county committee the 
following: 


First—The names of all the several 


candidates for delegates, together with 
the vote cast for etich. 


Second—The number of delegates en- 


titled to represent the caucus district 
receiving the highest number of vote 
as the ones legally elected to represent 
said district. 


(The law states that delegates receiv- 


ing a ''majority'' of the votes are the 
ones elected. Tha attorney general has 
ruled that this is to be interpreted as 
the "highest number.") 


Convention*!, 


When 
the county committee has 


decided upon the date of a county con- 
vection, the chairman must publish a 
notice of the same in two newspapers 
published in the county at least two 
days before the day of the convention. 


On July 2G, 1894. the republicon state 


convention passed a resolution 
requit- 


ing four weeks' notice of R county con- 
vention which is to elect delegates to a 
state convention. This resolution has 
never been rescinded. 


The calling of senatorial and assembly 


district conventions is not directly pro- 
vided for in the law. The county com 
mittee undoubtedly has the power to 
call this class of conventions where the 
districts are located within one county. 
"When located in mpie than one county 
it is suggested that the senate and assem- 
bly district committee call the conven- 
tion and then the respective county 
committees call the caucuses for the 
eame. 


Notice of assembly or senatorial dis- 


trict conventions sho'ild be published in 
nt least one newspaper in the district. 
If the latter is composed of more than 
one county itis advisable to publish the 
notice in each county of the district. 
In 


case there is no newspaper the notice 
can be published in three public places. 
The notice must be published or posted 
at least ten days before the convention.

All voting for delegates or candidates 


at a caucus must be by ballot. 


Said ballot may be written or printed

The voter must deposit his vote in 


the ballot box, which must ba in full 
view of Ike chairman, secretary, tellers 
and voters.

All caucuses 'must be held open at

ON A CONDOR EGG HUNT 


A VarLety Worth $1,000 or More 


to Collectors. 


ENGLISEMAH'3 DIFPIOULT MISSION 


Herbert M. Beesley, %Vlio Is Colleci- 
'tns Birds' Efts* For a RoiZiscliild, 
'Will Make n Great EITort to Secure 
One of tlie California Condor—Fuctn 
About Collecting. 
Herbert M. Beesley of Bournemouth, 


England, who has been, engaged for 
two years in collecting birds' eggs for 
one of the younger Rothschilds in Lou- 
ckra, came up tlio const from ilazatlan, 
Mexico, tlie other day. During t.be 
next few months he will be engaged in 
gathering eggs of a few species of rap- 
toree, or birds of prey, that are found 
nowhere else thau oil the edges of 
deserts in Arizona acid northern Mexi- 
co. Then he will make au extraordi- 
nary effort toward securing the egg of 
the California- condor among the Sier- 
ras, says the Los Angeles correspond- 
ent of the New York Sun. There is no 
egg since the extinction of the great 
auk .more highly prized by oologists 
than that of the California condor. 


"I ani not at all sanguine of success 


la that line," said he, "but I have beea 
informed of a locality among the high- 
est Sierras where hard and thorough 
exploration may possibly yield u Cali- 
fornia condor's egg it' oiie is to be pick- 
ed np nowadays. 
I believe the last 


egg of this variety was found in 1SS7 
and was sold to the Ames collection of 
Boston for. something like SSOO. 
So 


the chance is worth taking. There arc 
several oologists of my personal ac- 
quaintance who would not hesitate to 
pay $3,000 or $1,200 for an egg of a 
California or Sierra condor. 
I have 


known of even more than $1,500 hav- 
ing been paid for such an egg. The 
egg of the great auk is beyond market 
value nowadays. There are only about 
45 in the world, and the bird has long 
been extinct. 
In 1S91 a French oolo- 


gist sold a great auk egg for $3,000. 


"Why are the eggs of the California 


condor so valuable? Because the birds 
are almost extinct now nud will be 
wholly extinct in less than ten years 
and also because there is-no other bird 
thjit nopfs SQ far out of human reach. 
'A great nia'ny 'people confouml the 
common buzzard or turliey vulture of 
the Sierras with the monster condor. 
Though both belong to the same fami- 
ly, there is a wide' difference between 
them. JThey arc both vultures, but are 
best known by the common names now 
in general vise. The turkey buzzards 
are as pleuriful us sea gulls along the 
sea Trail/ and buzzard eggs are too 
common to excite comment, except 
when they are a little off color. There 
is as much difference between the eggs 
of these birds of the same species as 
there is between a chicken's egg and a 
robin's. The condor egg is almost twice 
as>big as the buzzard's and totally un- 
like in appearance. 
It is 414, inches 


long and 2V., inches in thickness and 
will hold nine fluid ounces of water. In 
color5 it is of a pale greenish blue and 
resembles no other egg in respect to 
size and color except that of the'Euro- 
pt-au swan.- The buzzard's egg is not 
much bigger than a chicken's. It !s of 
a deep creamy tint, blotched nncl 
smeared with red. brown, chocolate 
and not infreciueutly lavender spots. 


v"The condor lays one or a pair of 
eggs during a season, while the buz- 
zard lays half a dozen or more. 
The 


buzzard is common to the whole Unit- 
ed Statps, while the North American 
condor is peculiar to California. It is, 
in fact, the largest bird in tho. world. 
±-he turkey buzzard is puny in compar- 
ison. The California condor's spread of 
wing varies -from S to 12 feet. : Its 
length is nearly five feet and its weight 
•from 20 to 23 pounds. It is n repulsive, 
uncanny bird with its bald head and 
bare neck of shriveled red skin and its 
enormous wrinkled, serpentlike comb 
extending from its head below the 
fierce beak. 
In flight it soars higher 


than any other feathered creature and 
Sails through the air with infinite ease 
and grace. In contrast the buzzard is 
heavy and clumsy. 
A distinguishing 


feature of the two birds in flight is the 
large white blotch under the wings of 
the condor, which is missing in the 
buzzard. Any place is good enough for 
the condor's nursery—that is, if it is 
far enough from man to bo safe. The 
bird is usually so cunning In the selec- 
tion of localities that even if one could 
discover its eggs lie never could reach 
them. So far as known there are only 
nine condor eggs in the collection of the 
various scientific Institutions of Ameri- 
ca. The last two were recently secured 
by the National museum of Washing- 
ton. By various professors at the east- 
ern institutions the eggs were recently 
valued at $1,GOO apiece. 


"A peculiar fact in collecting birds' 


eggs is the wide difference in value of 
eggs of the same family of birds 
For 


instance, there is the groat family of 
hawks. Some hawks' eggs are worth 
but a few cents each, and others find a 
ready sale at S3. $r> and ?7 each 
It 


makes a $100 bill look dilapidated to 
buy a complete set of even western 
hawks' eggs, while n full sot of all 
known hawks' eggs costs upward of 
$000. The eggs of a marsh hawk, a red 
backed hawk and a cooper hawk may 
be bought for 20 cents each, and the 
broad winged hawk's eggs will bring 
$4 each the world over. The eggs of 
Swainson's hawk and the buff breasted 
' hawk are worth §1.50 each. 


"There are a few private collections 


of birds' eggs that comprise 13,000 'and 
14,000 eggs. The passion for. egg col- 
lecting is an expensive one, unless the 
man does his own collecting and then 
trades his duplicate with other egg 
collectors who have duplicates." 


A Luke That Ecitu Bonte.

The dark green colored water looks 


particularly uninviting. Dense clouds 
of sulphuric fumes constantly roll oE 
this boiling caldron, and care has to be 


I exercised in approaching this lake to 


avoid the risk of suffocation. On the 
opposite side of the lake may be seen 
the 
tremendous 
blowholes, 
which, 


when in full blast, present au awe in- 
spiring sight. 


The roar of the steam as it rushes 


forth into the air is deafening, and 
often huge bowlders and stones are 
hurled out to a height of several hun- 
dred feet by the various internal forces 
of nature. 


A boat can be launched 911 the lake, 


and if proper care bo observed the very 
edges of tho blowholes may be safely 
explored. 


Some idea of the strength of the acid 


saturated water of this lake may be 
£,Viliov?d from tho fact that a boat al- 
most dropped to pieces after all the , 
passengers .had been landed, as the; 
rivets had corroded under the influence 
of'tho acids.
